Apart  from  Queenis  Park  Hospital  Open  Air  School , ,at 
which  12  children  were  in  attendance''  at  December  31st 5 17 
defective  children  have  been  accommodated  in  special 
Residcntial  Schools.  Seven  children  are  in  the  Royal  Cross 
School  for  Deaf  and  Dumb  at  Preston,  and  2 are  in  St.  John's 
Deaf  and  Dumb  School,  Boston  Spa.  Four  blind,  3 epileptic - 
and  one  mentally  defective  child  have  been  placed  in  various 
other  schools. 

MYOPI3  CLASS . 

Hiring  the  year,  4 children  were  admitted  to  and  3 
discharged  from  the  Myope  Class.  Of  the  3 discharged,  one 
was  an  evacuee  returned  home  and  2 reached  school  leaving 
age.  At  the  end  of  the  year  14  children  were  on  the  class 
register. 


BLACKAMOOR  OPEN  xlR  SCHOOL . 

Ihere  were  204  cases  on  the  register  at  the  beginning  of 
the  ye  or*  One  hundred  and  two  new  cases  were  admitted 
during  the  year,  and  86  cases  were  discharged.  Sixty-one 
were  discharged  as  fit  to  return  to.  ordinary  school,  22  left 
for  erployment,  and  3 removed  to  other  areas. 

QUEEN'S  PARK  OPEN  ,1R  SCHOOL . 

During  the  year  69  cases  were  admitted  to  Queen's  Park 
Hospital  Residential  Open  ±*ir  School  in  addition  to  13  who 
were  in  attendance  at  the  end  of  1944.  Seventy  children  we  re 
discharged  during  the  year,  leaving  12  children  in  attendance 
at  the  end  of  194 5. 

Seven  children  needing  surgical  treatment  were  operated 
on  by  Dr.  Briggs,  the  Consultant  Surgeonto  the  school.

SPECIAL  SPEECH  class.  • 


There  were  60  eases  attending  this  class  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Twenty-eight  cases  were  admitted,  and 
36  discharged,  leaving  52  children  in  attendance  at  the.  end 
of  the  year* 

DNIJRESIS . 

There  wore  no  cases  attending  the  special  class  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Three  were  admitted  and  were  still  in 
attendance  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

... .MIRSERY  CLASSES. 

The  nursery  classes,  which  now  number  .30,  continue  to  be 
well  attended.  There  are  1013  children  on  the  rolls. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMISATION . 

During  the  year  1358  school  children  were  treated*  The 
percentage  of  Blackburn. children  between  the  ages  of  5 end  15 
years  now  immunised  is  88.4.  This  is  a very  satisfactory 
figure,  and  is  reflected  in  the  reduced  incidence  of 
diphtheria  amongst  school  children.
